His Record As Governor of 


Ohio Had Nothing to Do 
With Nomination

COLUMBUS, O., July 12.—With the 


band playing Ohio fifteen 
hundred 


members of the Franklin county Dem- 
ocratic club gavo Governor James M. 
Cox, presidential nominee an enthu- 
siastic reception on the front steps of 
the state capitol here today. 
Intro- 


duced as the real favorite son of the 
state by Chairman John Drugan, the 
governor found it difficult to express 
in words the deep emotion he held for 
those who were responsible for his 
early successes that finally brot to 
him the presidential nomination. He 
characterized the many precinct com- 
mitteemen present as the soldiers in 
the front line trenches of Democracy 
who must bear the brunt of the com- 
ing fight. In referring to the contest 
at San FrancisoB he said: 


"This was just the kind of a fight 


the Democrat likes. 
We are used 'to 


them in Ohio and I give you my assur- 
ance that we will give to the Repub- 
licans the same kind of a fight this 
fall."

It cannot do 
this by following conventional lines, endeavoring to reform the 
world without removing obstacles in the way of reformation. 
It must lend its aid to those seeking to clear the way to regen- 
eration*

The very need of this interchurch movement shows failure 


of methods heretofore followed to influence individuals to the 
extent that they should be influenced. The interchurch move- 
ment must adopt new methods to achieve success, or rather it 
must co-operate with isolated church organizations that are rec- 
ognizing the need of applying moral principles to public ques- 
tions. Novchurch or other organization may reasonably hope 
to reduce vice and crime—to say nothing of abolishing them— 
so long as there are legalized institutions breeding poverty and 
distress, 
t 


No church may reasonably hope to establish better rela- 


tions between emplojer and employed so long as economic con- 
ditions decree bankruptcy for all employers, lacking monopolis- 
tic power, who do not get out of their employes as much as they 
can. 
No church may reasonably hope to avoid failure, if, it tries 


seriously to induce those empowered by foolish legislation to 
central the nation's necessities to forego voluntarily the oppor- 
tunity for great profits. And even if it should succeed in con- 
verting them, it would open an opportunity to owners of the 
earth to take from landless ones what monopolists -of labor 
products have refused to take. 
But should the movement insist on application of the moral 


law to social institutions it will lighten the task of individual 
regeneration. Given conditions in which none will be denied 
the opportunity to earn a living at any time, in which no one 
wilt get what he does not earn, and each will get all that he 
earns, the obstacles in the way of regeneration will be removed. 


To accomplish this requires legislative changes. The state 


must cease the practice of bestowiifjj on some privileges carry- 
ing power to appropriate without adequate return tho earnings 
of "others. Such jMivileges exist in different forms. Thru pri- 
vate ownership oHand a comparatively small class exacts from 
others ground rent, fhru withholding of large tracts of coal- 
bearing lands from use the Coal Trust creates a coal shortage 
and exacts tribute from consumers. Thru monopoly of public 
highways, railroad corporations control transportation and 
exact tribute in exorbitant rates from shippers. Thru monopo- 
ly of public rights of way for pipelines the Oil Trust is able to 
squeeze both producers and consumers of oil. 


Withholding of valuable city lots from ut,e causes shortage 


of housing and gives rent profiteers their opportunity. Protec- 
tive tariffs give American manufacturers the opportunity to 
form trusts and levy tribute on American consumers. And the 
practice of nation,"states and localities of raising revenue by 
taxing labor and labor products tends toward restriction of 
-industry and stimulation of speculation. 
From such wrongs 


arise the conditions under which a few possess swollen fortunes 
they have not earned and the many are doomed to poverty, even 
tho they have produced all existing wealth. 


That it is the duty of the church to arouse sentiment against 


such evils has already been recognized in some eccleciastical 
quarter*. Thus The Church League for Industrial Democracy, 
an organization headed by Bishop Charles I). Williams, of 
Detroit, is conducting an energetic campaign for economic and 
social justice. However, this league has no official connection 
with the church, altho among its members and mdorsers are 
many holding high ecclesiastic positions. Not the least of its 
services is the publicity it gives to fact? and utterances which 
would otherwise remain obscured. 
It has paid for advertising space in the Baltimore News. 


In this space many truths are told which the paper's manage- 
ment prefers should not be disclosed. In this manner it carries 
the gospel mtonvhat is really the darkest regions, the blind con- 
stituency of a great reactionary city daily. Thifus practical mis- 
sionary work, bringing the light to the most benighted of heath- 
ens, misled by the most crafty of leaders. 


The Church League for Industrial Democracy presents to 


the Interchurch World Movement an example of regenerative 
work that must bring results. There is an opportunity for simi- 
lar work on a much larger capacity by the new organization. 
Let it be hoped that the opportunityjwilljTot be^rejejcted.

In eastern and northeastern Ohio 


alfalfa, is not grown as successfully 
as in the western part of tho state, 
though many eastern Ohio farmers 
have learned how to grow it 


Conditions favoring the growth of 


alfalfa are thorough drainage, 
an 


abundance of limestone, and inocula- 
tion with the ne< ossary legume bac- 
teria. 
If tho soil shows any sign of

Barriers Keep Chinch 


Bugs From Migrating 
— 
j 


One of tho most satisfactory ways! 


of constructing a barrier to prevent! 
chinch bugs from passing from wheat-' 
fields to tho eorn and oats field, is to 
plow a furrow around the wheatfield 
and then construct a creosote lino in 
ibis furrow, according *e the depart- 
ment of entomology at the Ohio Ex- 
periment-Station. 


The line of creosote must be re- 


newed at least every other day. Coal 
tar may be used instead of creosote 
but will need renewal every day. 


After tho furrow IK thrown up. the 


side of the ridge next to the wheat 
is smoothed down and made firm and 
a small stream of 
crude 
creosote 


passed along the hardened brow 
of 


tho ridge. Holes are dug at Intervals 
of 15 or 20 feet. The chinch bugs will 
not cross the creosote line because of 
its Odor and stickiness, and finally 
feet into the post holes where they 
may bo killed each day by spraying 
with kerosene. 


Sometimes a few rows of the corn- 


field heavily Infested is sprayed with 
kerosene emulsion, diluted with 8 or 
30 parts of water, or nicotine sul- 
phate, diluted with 
500 parts, 
to 


which 4 pounds of soap is dissolved 
to each 100 gallons of spray to make 
it stick well
